REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: present 
application discloses a clock recovery circuit comprising a phase comparator, 
oscillator and a clock delay circuit, which is taught by prior art. However, prior art 
does not explicitly teach the combined configuration wherein the clock delay circuit is 
coupled to receive the output clock signal from the oscillator and provide as a 
delayed clock signal, which is received by the phase comparator, the output clock 
signal delayed according to a delay control signal.
